New 

development 
keeps pace 
with 2015

Over-riding the economic downturn, the value of 
construction in Didsbury for the first half of 2016 
outpaced the first six months of 2015. 

At mid year construction for the year worth 
$6,708,744 was underway or completed, Christofer 
Atchinson the Town’s manager of development told 
town council June 28. 

The number does not include the fire hall but does 
include renovations at the provincial court building 
and the new emergency heliport at the hospital. 

The town issued 43 development permits in the 
first six months of 2016 compared with 59 for the 
same period in 2015. Although there are fewer 
permits this year, the size of the constniction 
projects that they represent is larger, bolstered 
especially by the provincial court project, Atchison 
said. 

Meanwhile the administration reported to council 
on a survey that asked residents what businesses 
they’d like to see attracted to town. There were 
more than 100 suggestions made. 

At the top of the list are at least one more grocery 
store and fast food, family and upscale restaurants. 

Residents want a quick oil change business, a 
movie theatre, an electronics store, and clothing 
stores for men and children 

Equipment dealerships such as Bobcat, Kuboto, 
John Deere and Komatsu made the list. 

Big box stores such as Walmart, Superstore, 
Lowes, Home Depot and Costco made the list, as 
well as franchises such as Homesense, Swiss Chalet, 
McDonalds, Kentucky Fried Chicken, Boston Pizza 
and Jugo Juice. 

Several respondents were clear about what they 
didn’t want - more liquor stores. 

Some of the responses wanted services to be in 
teen-friendly or child-friendly premises. 

There were whimsical suggestions - such as a 
bootlegger. 

Other responses included a bookstore, an 
ice cream shop and a music store that carries 
instruments and offers instrument repair. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger said it is true that some of 
the retailers and services on the list have failed in 
the past, but a new investor or businessperson may 
have a better way to operate. 

The town has no economic development officer 
or committee, said Atchison. 

“The age old question is who should do this,” he 
said. 

Didsbury's economic development program is 
to welcome new business in a helpful and friendly 
manner, he told council.

Town considers 
boulevard gardens 


At the request to council by gardeners including the 
Didsbury Gardening Club, town staff is preparing 
recommendations for boulevard gardens established 
and maintained by residents. 

“Please consider enacting a bylaw allowing 
homeowners to garden on the boulevard or easement 
surrounding their property," spokesperson Kathy 
Gammon wrote June 14 to the mayor and council. 

Gammon said that an inform.il survey on the 
Didsbury Discussion FaceBook page elicited 43 
positive responses to the idea. 

“Boulevard gardens create more beautiful, 
interesting and diverse streets,” Gammon said in 
her letter. 

“Well-chosen, non-invasive plants that are designed 
to retain moisture can reduce water usage . . . and 
the need for mowers and fertilizers," she said. 

“Boulevard gardens also provide other 
environmental benefits such as increasing ecological 
diversity by introducing native and diverse plant 
species, and improving the health of our ecosystem 
by providing bird, butterfly and pollinator habitats,” 
Gammon said. 

“Administration does feel that Boulevard 
Gardening would tie nicely with the small town 
hist oric feel t hat our residents and visit ors associat ed 
with the community,” manager of legislative and 
development services Christopher Atchison said to 
council in a report. 

Further, with the intention to pursue 
Communities in Bloom in 2017, the initiative would 
work well," he said. 


Gammon said that passing the bylaw before 
September would allow preparatory work such as 
the planting of perennials for 2017. 

Gammon has met with Atchison and manager 
of public works and infrastructure Greg Skotheim 
to explore the idea because, she said, The the 
bylaw governing boulevards, “simply states that the 
howner is responsible for general maintenance such 
as mowing, watering and weeding.” 

Council directed the administration to prepare 
recommendations including consideration of back 
lane, back alley and easement gardens. 

The recommendations will also address three 
restrictions that Atchison put forward in his report. 

Administration wants stipulations for cleanup if 
a homeowner starts and then neglects a garden or 
moves. 

Town staff also suggests that the bylaw limit 
planning in the boulevard gardens to annuals and 
perennials under a certain height limit and exclude 
trees because otherwise the gardens could create 
visibility issues. 

The staff also suggests that the gardens be 
limited to ground level beds as permanent wooden 
or stone structures create issues for road users such 
as snow ploughs and street sweepers. 

“This is plant at your own risk," said CAO Harold 
Northcott, and Gammon said the gardeners want 
“appropriate guidelines.” 

Administration will get council approval for 
guidelines “before resources are expended," 
Northcott said.

Town council approved the 
appointment June 28 of Lana Rogers 
to the Didsbury Municipal Library 
Board. 

Rosebud trunk line 
contract awarded 

After receiving 11 tenders for 
the Didsbury Rosebud sanitary 
trunk sewer phase at the close of 
bidding June 16, town council has 
awarded the job to low bidder Foran 
Equipment Ltd. 

Council’s decision to accept 
Koran's bid of $936,276.47, excluding 
GST, came June 25 after a review of 
the tenders by 1SL Engineering and 
Land Services. 

Foran has the requisite experience 
in excavation and utility projects and 
constructed Didsbury’s major storm 
trunk on 16th Street in Northern 
Industrial Park, and the constructed 
wetlands. 

ISL determined that Foran s bid 
was fully compliant and the town is 
bound by law to award a contract to 
the lowest compliant bidder. 

ISL noted that the Foran bid is 
about 50 per cent of ISL’s pre-bid 
estimate of $1.9 million, so it reflects 
market conditions that result in 
excellent prices for municipalities 
relative to estimates.

Wanted: historical firefighters’ boots and a 
firefighters’ suit for kids to put on and take off - 
plus a good photo of a bam if that bam happens to 
be the former home of the Didsbury volunteer fire 
department. 

The fire department is moving this summer into 
a gleiuning new 21'*' century home and .as members 
pack up the old fire hall on 19th Avenue and 21st 
Street, the museum is getting the department’s long- 
stored-away stuff. The old fire hall also housed the 
RCMP detachment for many years. 

Frankie Kelly, the president of the historical society 


that operates the museum, proudly displayed the 
growing collection of fire memorabilia - including 
former fire chief and now mayor Rick Mousseau’s 
dress blue fire chiefs uniform and, by contrast, a 
casual red leather jacket so stiff with age it can stand 
up. 

She has a display case with antique glass ball fire 
extinguishers, a hose nozzle, a white fire chiefs 
helmet and fire chief s uniform shoulder patches. 

Kelly is expecting more memorabilia from the 
nooks and crannies of t he fire hall being mothballed. 
However she wonders if Didsburians have fire 
department artifacts that they would be willing to 
give to the museum. 

Pictures would be especially helpful as the museum 


and its close friends have surprisingly few. 

Town council decided at its June 28 meeting that 
historic photos of the fire department’s service to the 
community should adorn the walls of the new fire 
hall on 19th Street near 27th Avenue.

Witness to fatal collision took day 
off to hold family close 

Highway 2 collision causes road closure for several hours

A man who witnessed a fatal single- 
vehicle collision on Highway 2 north of 
Carstairs on June 29 said after leaving 
the scene he went home and held his 
family close. 

The collision occurred one mile 
south of Westcott Road and caused 
emergency officials to close a portion 
of Highway 2 in both directions for 
several hours. 

Four men, believed to be in their 
late 20s to early 30s, were inside the 
vehicle. One was declared deceased on 
scene while another was transported 
to hospital via STARS air ambulance 
and the other two via ground ambu¬ 
lance, all in critical condition. 

“I took the day off. First of all 1 kind 
of just went home and hugged my kids 
and my wife and took the day to reflect 
on how fast things can change,” said 
Michael Dutnall. 

He was on his way to work around 
7 a.m. when he turned south onto 
Highway 2 from Twp. Rd. 310, also 
known as Bergthal Road. A Ford mini- 
van was travelling in front of hint. 

“They went down the first coulee so I 
lost vision of them," said Dutnall. 

“There was a cloud of dust on the 
right-hand side as I came over the 
crest. They had already left the right 
side of the highway and were on the 
left side, so the east side of the high¬ 
way, in the barricade," he said. 

“They were mid-air ;md then I saw 
one of the guys get ejected from the

vehicle and landed in front of my truck 
in which case I stopped and blocked 
traffic. 

“I went to do an assessment on every¬ 
body that was injured and grabbed a 
blanket and covered up the guy that 
didn't make it.” 

He walked over to the vehicle ;md 
saw three men inside. He said they 
were all conscious and in shock, add¬ 
ing two of them were able to remove 
themselves from the vehicle and sit 
down. 

The third man was trapped inside 
the vehicle .and had to be extricated by 
firefighters and airlifted to hospital via 
STARS air ambulance. 

He said the two men that were able 
to remove themselves from the vehicle 
had broken collarbones and one had a 
punctured lung. He said one of them 
was in a lot of shook and the man 
trapped in the vehicle was “pretty 
banged up". 


Dutnall works for a railway company 
and said it wasn’t the first time he has 
been the first person on the scene of a 
fatal collision. 

“I usually come up on the aftermath 
of an accident where nobody else is 
around to help out,” he said. 

“This is the first time that I’ve ever 
watched the accident unfold and, you 
know, you wish that there was a stop 
or a pause button, but there is not. 

“I’ve never seen the actual mechan¬ 
ism of injury as it happens. It was 
stressful." 

The 36-year-old lives in the rural 
Didsbury area. 

Didsbury RUMP Sgt. Kimberley 
Pasloske said a collision analyst 


attended the scene and the cause of 
the collision is still under investigation. 

“We had to close down all four lanes 
of the highway and reroute traffic 
through Carstairs in order to investi¬ 
gate," said Pasloske, adding the high¬ 
way was closed for about five hours. 

“And that's typical of a significant 
fatality on a highway like that," she 
said, noting debris from the collision 
was spread across both sides of the 
highway. 

Various emergency officials, includ¬ 
ing Airdrie RCMP, Didsbury and 
Carstairs protective services and fire¬ 
fighters, as well as EMS, provided 
the Didsbury RCMP detachment with 
mutual aid during the incident.

There are days in a small rural town rural when first 
responders, police and peace officers, sheriffs, para¬ 
medics and firefighters, are overtaken by events. 

Overtaken but not overwhelmed. 

June 29 was such a day across southern Mountain 
View County including Didsbury, Carstairs and 
Cremona. 

Amid the routine calls for service there were two 
fatal road accidents, a stolen vehicle abandoned on a 
rural road with a pit bull inside and a prisoner on the 
rampage in the RCMP detachment cells in Didsbury. 

One fatality occurred near Cremona when an a 
speeding motorcycle driver lost control of their bike. 

One occurred in a single vehicle roll over and a man 
was ejected from a minivan onto the Queen Elizabeth 
Highway. Inside the van, three of his companions were 
seriously hurt. 

A culprit driving a vehicle stolen from Airdrie appar¬ 
ently did not want to pass through the roadblock and 
police scrutiny. He turned off the highway and aban¬ 
doned the stolen wheels in a rural driveway leaving 
behind a put bull. 

To cap things off an unruly prisoner trashed his cell 
at the Didsbury detachment. 

The RCMP has procedures to draw on police from 
neighbouring detachments when they need assistance, 
and they did in order to deal with the motor vehicle 
accidents and the highway closures. 

Didsbury detachment RCMP officers handled the 
motorcycle fatality. 

The Airdrie rural and integrated traffic took over 
investigation of the minivan roll over with an accident 
investigator. 

Sheriffs and peace officers from the towns assisted 
with traffic control and the detour on the highway. 

Didsbury and Carstairs firefighters, three EMS ambu¬ 
lances and a STARS helicopter ministered to the ser¬ 
iously injured men. 

It was, said RCMP detachment commander Sgt. 
Kimberly Pasloske a “seamless" response. 

Regardless of their service or jurisdiction, profes¬ 
sionals assisted each other to get difficult jobs done 
including investigating the abandoned stolen vehicle, 
sending the pit bull to an appropriate shelter and sub¬ 
duing the unruly prisoner. 

“Some days we are stretched," said Sgt. Pasloske, 
with a wry smile. 

Twice recently Didsbury has witnessed the same 
unity of purpose and, as boxers say, the same punching 
above our weight. 

On May 27 at the Joy Abounds concert, the Didsbury 
Coalition for the Needy filled the Zion church sanctu¬ 
ary to listen to the Valley Voices, the Cripple Creek 
band and the Didsbury High School Jazz ensemble. 

The concert raised $10,000 for the compassion fund 
that is one of the major sources of private, non-govern¬ 
ment care for the needy. 

On June 8 and 9 the Didsbury High School music pro¬ 
gram presented its annual school year-end concerts in 
which the Grade 9, the Odds and Evens jazz ensembles 
and the award-winning Symphony Winds band per¬ 
formed for a two-night music extravaganza. 

The musicians on the stage represent up to 12 years 
of musical training at Ross Ford Elementary, Westglen 
and Didsbury High schools. 

The teachers at the three schools share a com¬ 
mitment to music education and Didsbury kids play 
unforgettably. 

As a community we are not overwhelmed, rather we 
do the overwhelming.

Overzealous and unquestioning 
nationalism a disease of humankind 


The world was recently 
stunned by an extremely nar¬ 
row referendum result that 
saw the U.K. leave the E.U. 
by roughly 52 per cent voting 
Leave to 48 per cent voting 
Remain. 

The full extent of the fallout 
remains to be seen, although 
markets plunged dramatic¬ 
ally in the wake of the vote’s 
results and the E.U. parlia¬ 
ment seemed to be in turmoil 
last week. 

Brexit, which broken down 
by demographics was over¬ 
whelmingly rejected by younger generations, largely 
seems to have blossomed under a growing national¬ 
istic sentiment combined with sour resentment of 
immigration ;uul demonizing of refugees. 

The global rise of nationalism should be concern¬ 
ing to everyone. It is the 21st century; never in hist¬ 
ory have we been so connected, but at the same time, 
so many would instead pull us ap;ut and drive even 
deeper divisive wedges or building big walls because 
t hose, you know, have a foolproof record of stopping 
people from finding a way to cross. 

The politics of division never lead down a good 
path. History has shown us this time mid again. We ll 
sadly never move forward until we understand there 
is no “us" and “them" — it's just quite simply “us." Far 
more connects the peoples of this planet than divides 
them — the bulk majority wish nothing more than to 


find a lot in life that allows some kind of decent living 
for themselves and their families. 

Today, “geography” would basically be technology, 
or perhaps more specifically the Internet and social 
media. Sadly, we never saw that president’s promis¬ 
ing potential to its fullest, as he was gunned down 
by an act of hate, not unlike the terrible death that 
recently befell British MB Jo Cox in the lead-up to 
Brexit. The politician was ruthlessly murdered by a 
right-wing, ultra-nationalistic zealot who reportedly 
shouted "Britain first!” repeatedly as he killed her.
